The  interest  and  ready  cooperation  in 
doubtful  situations  was  a  great  help.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  herewith  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools. 

The  Education  Policies  Commission  representing 
the  National  Education  Association  has  reached  sev- 
eral conclusions  relating  to  the  structure  and  admin- 
istration of  public  education.  Some  of  these  are  as 
follows : 

1.  ''American  public  education  should  be  made 
effectively  free."  Freedom  furnishes  free  schools 
with  books  and  supplies.  More  than  half  the  pupils 
are  transported,  thus  giving  them  the  advantage  of 
a.  consolidated  school.  Attention  is  given  to  health, 
with  a  dental  clinic  every  year.  Recreation  and  good 
citizenship  are  emphasized. 

2.  "American  public  school  education  is  con- 
cerned with  every  individual  from  early  childhood 
through  adult  life."  Freedom  provides  for  boys  and 
girls  from  Grade  I  through  Grade  VIII  and  pays  tui- 
tion for  all  who  wish  to  go  to  high  school.  It  would 
be  a  fine  thing  if  arrangements  could  be  made  for 
adult  classes  through  the  winter,  at  least. 

3.  "Local  units  of  school  administration  should 
provide  professional  leadership."  Freedom  provides 
supervision  and  good  teachers  under  the  care  of  a 
school  board  chosen  by  the  public. 

4.  "Education  should  be  independent  from  other 
government  functions."  Freedom  as  a  town,  and 
New  Hampshire,  as  a  state,  keep  school  management 
out  of  politics  to  a  commendable  degree. 

5.  "Schools  must  cooperate  with  other  agencies 
in  serving  human  needs."  This  suggests  that  the 
home,  church  and  school  should  cooperate.  The 
schools  have  a  heavy  burden  for  the  development  and 
welfare  of  the  boys  and  girls,  but  homes  and  churches 
should  not  avoid  the  primary  responsibility. 
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6.  ''State  responsibility  in  education  involves 
professional  leadership."  It  is  desirable  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  be  appointed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education.     It  is  so  done  in  New  Hampshire. 

7.  "State  responsibility  in  education  involves 
the  equalization  of  the  burden  of  school  support." 
New  Hampshire,  by  the  very  wise  provision,  furnish- 
es state  aid  for  smaller  towns,  and  Freedom  profits  this 
year  by  more  than  81200. 

Freedom  schools  are  well  housed  in  a  comfortable 
and  well-equipped  building,  but  there  is  great  need  of 
a  suitable  and  spacious  playground.  Children  have 
some  powers  and  abilities  which  are  developed  through 
play.  If  play  is  denied,  these  powers  and  abilities 
may  be  forever  lost.  I  would  urge  the  citizens  of 
Freedom  to  provide  a  suitable  playground.  While  the 
children  play  elsewhere,  the  front  lawn  could  be  graded 
and  beautified  with  shrubbery  and  flowers,  thus  mak- 
ing it  a  beauty  spot. 

The  health  work  is  still  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Eva  M.  Nelson,  R.  N.  The  dental  clinic  is  an  annual 
affair,  sponsored  by  the  school  district.  Examina- 
tions and  follow-up  work  have  become  a  part  of  our 
regular  routine.  Noon  lunch  is  served  in  cold  weather. 
Miss  Nelson's  report  is  appended. 

The  school  needs  the  cooperation  of  parents  and 
all  citizens  in  securing  punctual  and  regular  attend- 
ance. Pupils  cannot  do  their  best  work  when  their 
attendance  is  irregular.  Punctuality  should  be  one 
of  the  established  habits  of  our  youth.  Parents 
should  visit  the  school. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1937,  we  had  an 
average  attendance  of  51.78,  an  average  absence  of 
3.65,  and  a  percent  of  93.4.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
this  is  nearly  two  points  below  the  desirable  minimum 
of  95%.     This  is  to  be  regretted. 
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Last  June  we  graduated  a  class  of  five  from  the 
Grammar  School:  Matthew  Brooks,  Mary  Huston,  Les- 
ter Libby,  Phyllis  Meserve,  Jacqueline  Towle.
